WASHINGTON, Nov. 9 (Associated 
Press).—Pope Benedict approves Presi- 
dent Harding’s plan to bring about the 
limitation of armament by common 
understanding among the nations. The 
attitude of the Holy See is considered, 
especially by Catholics, as most impor- 
tant, since it secures to the conference 
the support of what is termed by sanany | 
‘‘the greatest moral and spiritual power | 
in the world.” 

Although the Pope has no represents 
tive at the conference, Mgr. Bonzano, 
Apostolic Delegate in Washington, will. 
follow the proceedings and report ther 
to the Vatican. The Vatican’s interest in 
the developments of the conference js so. 
great that an allusion to it may be made’ 
in the allocution which the Pope will 
deliver in the consistory of Nov. 21, in! 
which, however, no new Cardinat will} 
be created, as otherwise Mgr. Bonzano 
would be one of them. 

Mer. Bonzano is regarded by the Vati- 
can as one of its most distinguished 
representatives abroad and is especially 
fitted to follow the work of the confer- 
ence, as he was for quite a time in 
China and is thoroughly familiar with 
the problems of the Far East. 

The Rome correspondent of The Associ- 
ated Press understands that the Pope 
claims a priority in the movement for 
limitation of armament, which he hopes 
will lead to disarmament altogether. 
His peace note of Aug. 1, 1917, to all the 
belligerent powers urged them to agree 
on some fundamental principles to end 
the wary and lead to just and lasting 
peace.. The Vatican was so concerned to 
deliver the note officially to the United 
States Government that, as Mer. 
Bonzano’s position is not of a diplomatic 
character, the note was sent to the 
State Department through the British 
Foreign Office and the British Ambas- | 
sador in Washington. It invited all the| 
countries at war to agree “upon the | 
simultaneous and reciprocal decrease :

PORTUGAL WANTS AGREEMENT 


Her Plans in Far East Depend on 
Conference, D’Alte Says. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—‘' Portugal 
has been invited to the Washington 
Conference only because of her colonies 
in the Far East,’’ said Viscount D’ Alte, 
Portuguese Minister and first delegate 
to the conference on Far Hastern ques- 
tions, speaking today to The Asso- 
ciated Press. - 

‘“*Our interest there,’ he added, “ is 
the same as that of the other European 
powers in that part of the world, and | 
that is why we have been asked to take | 
part in whatever settlement will be | 


made in the Far East. Our poliey with 
regard to China and the Far East in/ 
general will be the result of the de- | 
cisions which will be taken now in the | 
conference. What we earnestly hope 
for the good of humanity is that there 
will be an unanimous agreement. 

‘“‘In 1557 we took the basé of Macao 
in China to suppress piracy on thé Can- 
ton River on account of our trade, 
which was then very important, and for 
the pftotection of other countries’ 
colonies. Besides we have half the 
island of Timor, while the Dutch have 
the other half, and also thé colonies of 
Goa, Damaun and Diu in East India.”’

‘he literacy test amendment carried the 
city by a majority of 160,766. The vote 
on the amendment outside of New York 
City appeared to be about evenly di- 
vided. The children’s court amendment 
was carried by 320,212 in the city, and 
the scattering .returns from up-State 
were also favorable. 

The ‘amendment permitting Westches- 
ter and Nassau Counties to establish a 
new form of government by referendum 
and the two amendments empowering 
the Legislure to dispose of abandoned 
Zrie Canal lands received large majori- 
ties in the city, and, apparently up-State 
also. The vote on these three amend- 
ments was much smaller than on the 
others. a 

New York cast more than 978,000 votes 
on the soldiers’ preference amendment, 
and more than 800,000 on both the legis- 
lators’ salary and literacy test measures. 


What Amendmments Provide. 


Amendment 1 would insure to vet- 
erans of the World War and Spanish- 
American war the same preferential 
treatment in the civil service that is 
now enjoyed by veterans of the Civil 
War alone. 

Amendment 2 would increase the sal- 
aries of State Senators and Assembly- 
men from $1,500 a year to 33.000 a year. 

Amendment 3 would establish an’ ad- 
ditional qualification for voters after 
i Jan. 1 next by requiring that those who 
imay be admitted to citizenship after 
' that date must be able to fead and write 

English language. 

OS aa .4 would permit the 
Counties of Nassau and Westchester, 
which are the nearest to New York 
City, to establish a new form of govern- 
! ment by referendum vote. 

| Amendment 5 would give the Legis- 
lature the power to confer upon chil- 
dGren’s courts and courts of domestic 
relations equity and other jurisdiction 
necessary for carrying out the judicial 
functions with which such wibunals are 
charged.

YOUNGSTOWN, Ohio, Nov. 9.—A man 
who has lived in Youngstown only three 
months, and whose platform provided 
for discontinuance of street car service 
and turning the streets over to jitney 
buses, and for jailing any. citizen who 
paid taxes under a recent revaluation, 
was elected Mayor yesterday over can- 
didates backed by the major party or- 
ganizations. He Is George L. Oles, who 
came in from the country, established 
a residence in a hotel, and carried on 
an‘eccentric advertising campaign with- 
out the support of any particular ele- 
ment or organization. 

Other “* planks ” in Oles’s platform in- 
cluded permitting ‘‘ spooning ”’ in city 
parks under police protection, dismissing 
the entire police force if it ‘‘ doesn’t 
mend its way,’’ and a promise to turn 
over his salary to charity.

Now he has one of the largest food busi- 
nesses in the city, conducting a market 
in a former theatre on the public square.

BARRIER TG INTRIGUE 
IN EASTERN EUROPE 


Polish-Czech Agreement Is Ex- 
pected to Allay Serious Canses 
of Friction.

PARIS, Nov. 9.—The Polish-Czech ac- 
cord was signed at Prague Sunday, 
where Foreign Minister Skirmunt of 
Poland was received with great festivi- 
and the hatchet brandished at 
Teschen and elsewhere was formally 
buried. Economic and political agree- 
ments have already been made and will 
be followed by a financial agreement. 

The importance of the affair was ap- 
parently chiefly economie and _ senti- 
mental, as Skirmunt told the correspon- 
dents that the agreement was directed 
against nobody. This means that Czech 
sentiment would not tolerate support of 
Poland in further troubles with Russia, 
but on the political side the agreement 
means that the support occasionally 
given by Poland in the past_to Magyar 
intrigues in Slovakia and by Czecho- 
slovaks to the Ukrainian desire for east- 
ern Galicia will cease. 

The people of Sub-Carpathian Russia, 
semi-autonomous part of the Czecho- 
slovak Republic, are closely akin to the 
Ukrainians and such few of the inhabi- 
tants as are politically conscious think 
of themselves as Russians. But accord- 
ing to all the evidence no such feeling 
will be allowed to disturb the Polish 
position in Eastern Galicia. ' 

Economically, the agreement is also im- 
portant as following those which the 
Czechoslovaks have made with Austria 
and the Jugeslavs, and want to make 
with other neighbor States which Pre- 
ver Benesh hopes may eventually re- 
store the economic relations of Central 
and Bastern Europe without interfering 
with the present political system.

Mr. Johnson, who ws overseas as a 
Lieutenant of the Seventy-ninth Divi- 
sion, named Major Lamar Jeffers of the 
Alabama delegation, Captain Hamilton 
Fish Jr. of the [wenty-sixth District of 
New York and Representative Walker 
F. Lineberger of California as veterans 
who ‘‘ know the facts."’ 

‘“*It has been charged,’’ said Mr. John- 
aon, ‘‘that Amcrican soldiers have been 
hanged in France without trial. That 
charge has been made by men in high 
position, and, therefore, must have been 
made upon seemingly responsible repre- | 
sentations.

Line. Set Up for President's 
Funeral Address Bears Bugle 
Call From Arlington. 


HARDING GREETS LEGION 


Regrets He Cannot Attend Pageant 
-~—Transit Lines to Halt at Noon 
—War Fliers to Dine.

New York will hear President Har- 
@ing’s address at the burial of the Un- 
known Soldier as plainly as those seated 
about the President on the platform at | 
Arlington Cemetery near Washington, if | 
the mechanism by which the sound of } 
his voice is transmitted works as per- | 
fectly on Armistice Day as it did in 
tests yesterday afternoon in Madison 
Square Garden and in Madison Square 
Park. ; 

A hundred persons who attended the 
demonstration yesterday afternoon were 
amazed at the clarity and- strength wi 
which the voice of a man speaking fn 
Arlington Cemetery, near the spot where 
President Harding will speak, wa: 
transmitted. The words were so clear 
and the voice so strong that a person | 
standing in any part of the Garden could 
understand perfectly. Bugle calls 
transmitted from the cemetery soundee | 
as if they were being blown in the 
building. By means of amplyfying 
horns placed outside Madison Square 
Garden at Madison Avenue and Twnety- 
sixth Street the voices of a quartette 
singing could be heard above the roar 
of traffic even at the corner of Twenty- 
third Street and Broadway. 

The amplifying devices inside the Gar- 
den consist of twelve wooden horns sus- 
pended midway between the floor and 
the roof. Twelve horns, larger than 
those inside the building, have been 
fixed at Twenty-sixth Street and Madi- 
50n Avenue, so that those unable: to 
find a place inside may stand in the 
street and in Madison Square and hear 
the exercises at Arlington. 

The amplifier, or Bell Loud Talker, as 
it is called, also will be used in the 
services to be held under the auspices 
of the American Legion in Madison 
Square Garden previous to the burial 
of the Unknown Soldier to increase the 
volume of the speaker’s voice inside the 
building and to carry it to the crowds 
in the street. 

At the close of the demonstration 
Colonel J. J. Carty, Vice President and 
Chief Engineer of. the American Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company, which 
with the Western Electric Company has | 
installed the amplifiers, told from Ar- | 
i... 4c of the program that would be 
carried out at the cemetery on Armistice 
Day. His words could be understood 
above the roar of traffic in the middle 
of Madison Square. 

The President’s voice will be borne 
over a recently installed telephone line. 
The sound will be amplified at a re- 
peater station in Philadelphia. Engi- 
neers who explained the system yester- 
day said that the sounds would be am- 
plified a million million times in a con- 
trol room in Madison Square Garden. 
The sounds transmitted to San Fran- 
cisco will be amplified at repeater sta-

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JUSTICE ACCUSED

PARIS, Nov. 9.—Relations between 
France and England, already somewhat

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—President 
Harding may be asked to act as media- 
tor in the tax revision fight.

MOSCOW, Nov. 9 (Associatag Press). 
—‘' The poor, ragged, famine-stricken 
labor republic celebrates her great birth- 
day.’’ Thus the Pravda, in large black- 
face type, with streamer headlines run- 
ning across seven columns, headed its 
edition in honor of the celebration of 
the fourth anniversary of the Russian 
revolution. 

“For four years,”’ said the article 
beneath the headlines, ‘‘ she has been 
bled to the point of death; for four 
years she has been covering the battle- 
fields with scores of her best sons. Mil- 
lions of her sons are in the clutches of 
hunger; her factories are idle; her #~ 
horses have degenerated into wrecks on- 
distant steel Hnes. 

**But with a firm footing the Red Re- 
public stands on her own free soil, hav- 
ing conquered numberless hordes of ene- 
mies. 

**Laugh, enemies! You are trying to 
throw the old noose about our necks 
again. You cut strips from our skin 
to pay old debts. You try to catch us| 
from the rear and enslave us because 
we called you in to re-establish our 
economic life. 

‘“‘The fron machine of power is in the 
hands of the workers. Arms are in the 
hands of the Red army of workers and | 
peasants. Limitless and indomitable is | 
our will. Let us be resolute and untir- 
ing and build up a strong new Red Re- 
public. Your enemies fight about prof- 
its; they forge weapons against one 
another; multiplfed oppressions are 
raised by them against yourselves and 
your brothers. 

** Laugh, enemies! Laugh boisterously 
at the break of day on the Babylon 
kingdom of capitalism. At the first day 
of the international rising against your 
power we then shall laugh at you, and, | 
laughing, we shall conquer.”’ 

In the same issue, Nikoli Lenin, the 
Premier, predicted that the world’s chase 
for gold would result in wars between | 
America and Japan or America and| 
Bngland by 1925 or 1928. 

The article was entitled ‘‘ The Value of 
Gold’ Now, and After the Victory of | 
Socialism.’’ In it the Premier said that | 
the Soviet Government had merely re- 
treated in the attack on world capital- | 
ism and was strengthening its position | 
so that it might make renewed assaults, | 
These attacks, he predicted, would after 
twenty years or so enable the Russian 
communists to achieve an economist vic- 
tory which would make it possible to] 
employ all the gold that existed in the| 
building of public structures and would | 
demonstrate how foolish it was to kill | 
30,000,000 men in the World War for} 


the sake of gold, and how foolish were| 
the capitalistic powers which were plan- 
n wars over gold. 

‘Through the establishment od? a firm 
dictatorship of the proletariat,’’ contin- 





ued the Lenin article, ‘“‘“we now are 
strong enough to retreat without demor- 
alization or disorganization and prepare 
for the economic upbuilding of the Gov- 
ernment upon a socialistic basis. We 
must save all the gold Russia possesses. 
We must sell dearer and buy more 
cheaply. Among wolves one has to be a 
wolf and kill others. 

“Trade is the single economic link be- 
tween the millions of small agricultural- 
ists and the system of supply through 
to the Government. The new system does 
not mean ai: entire break with the old} 
economic organization, but that we are 

g to revive the trade of small hold- 
ers and capitalism, with the purpose of 
submitting them to State regulation as 
we ourselves revive. 

‘““ We have retired to State capitalism. 
We are retiring to State regulation of 
trade. Already there are visible signs of 
our retirement.”’ 


RIGA, Nov. 9 (Associated Press).—A

SAIONJI REFUSES HARA POST 


Tokio Press Says There Is Hope) 
That He May Reconsider. 


TOKIO, Nov. 9 (Associated Press).— 
The problem of a successor to the Pre- 
miership remained in an uncertain state 


today largely because of the continued 
refusal of Marquis Saionji, pleading age 
and ill health, to consider acceptance of 
the post, which the Asahi Shimbun says 
he persisted in during a long conference 
with Prince Yamagata, one of the Elder 
Statesmen, at the latter’s residence in 
Odawara, near Yokohama. Prince Yam- 
agata is understood to have insisted 
that Marquis Saionji was the only man 
able to bring harmony out of the situ- 
ation. The Prince, however, failed to 
extract an acceptance from the Marquis. 

As an alternative, Marquis Saionji was 
asked to suggest some other persons 
whom he considered qualified, but it is 
not known if he made any recommenda- 
tion, and both the Nichi Nichi Shimbun 
and the Kokumin Shimbun consider 
there is still a chance of the Marquis 
reconsidering his refusal. He returned 
to Tokio last night. 

Kenzo Adachi, a Seiyu-kai leader, is 
quoted as saying there was a strong pos- 
sibility that Baron Takahashi, the Min- 
xter of Finance, would be the choice for } 
ae Premiership if Marquis Saionji per- 
sisted in his declination. 

‘The vernacular newspapers appear to 
be convinced that a long political strug- 
gle, with consequent injury to the coun- 
try’s interests, would follow the final 
and definite refusal of Marquis Saionji 
to accept the post made vacant by the 
assassination of Premier Hara. The 
Kokumin Shimbun warns the Elder 
Statesmen that procrastination at this 
juncture would be disastrous, and it de- 
clares the best interests of the country 
demand an early adjustment of the Cab- 
inet question. The Jiji Shimbo expresses 
beHef that the tragedy had nothing to 
do with the general political situation 
and deprecates the possibility of a politi- 
cal struggle such as those which Japan 
has witnessed in the past. Similar com- 
ment upon the situation made by the 
Chugai.

ADMIRAL KATO’S ASSURANCE. 

When Admiral Kato, head of the 
Japanese delegation to the Washing- 
ton conference, says that ‘* Japan 
‘* would not insist upon carrying out 
‘‘ her present ‘ eight-elght ’ program, 
‘* but is ready to cut it down in agree- 
‘‘ ment with the Powers concerned, 
‘* provided the safety of Japan is as- 
‘* sured,” {t must be understood that 
he considers the proviso of paramount 
importance. Moreover, the intimation 
is that, if Japan is willing to halt her 
‘‘ eight-eight " program before com- 
pletion, the United States is expected 
to forego finishing all the units of her 
‘three-year " program of ten dread- 
nought battleships and six battle 
cruisers authorized in 1916. It was in 
the same year that the Japanese .Diet 
adopted the plan of constructing eight 
battleships and eight battle crulsers as 
powerful as any in the world, and of 
maintaining the strength of this first- 
line-of-battle fleet by replacing each 
capital ship after eight years of ser- 
vice by a new and more powerful ship. 
The design was to arm every unit of 
this fleet. with 16-inch guns eventu- 
ally. 

The battleships Nagato and Mutsu 
have since been built and the Kaga 
and Tosa are under construction. In 
main battery power (eight 16-inch 
guns) they correspond to the Colorado 
class of our ‘‘ three-year” program, 
but have about 8,000 tons greater dis- 
placement and two and a half knots 
more speed; therefore, they must be 
accounted superior. Japan has in the 
commissioned Fuso, Yamashiro, Ise 
‘and Hyuga four battleships carrying 
twelve 14-inch guns that are prac- 
tically on an equality in strength 
with our Pennsylvania and California 
classes antedating the ships contem- 
plated by the ‘‘ three-year ” program. 
In the Japanese Navy. the Fuso and 
her three sister vessels are temporarily 
regarded as units of the ‘* eight- 
eight ” system, to be superseded by 
16-inch-gun superdreadnoughts. Four 
battle cruisers, the Amagi, Akagi, 
Atako and Takao, of 40,000 tons and 
30 knots, have been authorized. Two 
have been laid down. In commission 
Japan has the Kongo, Hiyei, Kiri- 
shima and Haruna, 27,000-ton battle 
cruisers that carry main batteries of 
eight 14-inch guns and have a speed 
of 27.5 knots. The United States has 
no battle cruiser in commission, and 
it will be some time before the first 
of the ‘‘.three-year "program is com- 
pleted. 

It is to be noted that the Japanese 
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THE NEW 


** eight-eight ” fleet is not far ad- 
vanced in construction, although a 
beginning has been made with the 
Nagato and Mutsu. The Japanese 
have no expectation of carrying out 
their plan until 1928 at the earliest. 
It may be doubted whether all the six- 
teen ships of the American ‘‘ three- 
year” program will be ready for com- 
mission in 1924, but most of them 
will be. The battleships, except the 
Massachusetts, are further advanced 
in construction than the battle cruis- 
ers. It is only fair to read Admiral 
KatTo’s statement of Japan’s readiness 
to cut down her program in the light 
of his assurance that she has never 
had a design to outbuild the United 


States Navy, or even to attain equality +- 


with it. His declaration should be 
regarded on the eve of the conference 
as a pledge of good faith in behalf of 
his country. The Japanese Navy is 
not so strong as the American Navy 
at. the present time by a good many 
units and considerable gun power, nor 
could Japan ever hope to hold her 
own in competitive building. If she 1s 
prepared to halt her ‘‘ eight-eight ” 
program, the United States and Great 
Britain might be expected to meet her 
halfway, and limitation of arma- 
ments, based upon conditions of na- 
tional safety to be determined, should 
not present a problem of great diffi- 
culty. 


THE VIRGINIA ELECTION. 

The Republicans of Virginia had 
high hopes of carrying the State on 
Tuesday. They had made their cam- 
paign almost wholly on State issues. 
Their nominee for Governor was a 
man of high standing, who had drawn 
to his support many men of sub- 
starice and good family in Virginia. 
The fight was waged directly upon the 
Democratic: organization, which had 
been long in control of the State; it 
was charged with both overtaxing and 
misgoverning the citizens. 
an ever-growing army of officeholders, 
but the schools were neglected, the 
roads left in disrepair. The Repub- 
licans promised a thorough house- 


There was 


cleaning if they were put in power, 
with honest and intelligent efforts to 
restore the prestige of Virginia and 
give her a State Government worthy 
of her best traditions. 

Until a month ago the prospects 
were considered excellent for a Repub- 
lican success. Then came President 
HARDING’S speech at Birmingham on 
the political rights of the colored 
people in the South, and instantly the 
Virginia Democrats plucked up hope. 
They had been fighting a defensive 
and apparently a losing battle, but 
thereafter all that they had to do was 
to raise the cry of negro domination. 
That changed the whole situation in 
Virginia and was probably the main 
cause of the large majority by which 
a Democratic Governor was elected on 
Nov. 8. 

It will doubtless have the same 
effect in all other Southern States. 
The President’s avowed aim was ta 
break up the solid*South. In effect, 
his speech will be almost certain to 
make it more solid than ever. No one 
questions the sincerity or courage of 
his utterance on the race question, but 
politically it was a blunder, only mak- 
ing a bad matter worse, and really 
intensifying, for the time being, the 
race discrimination against which he 
Incidentally, he has 
made it again possible for every in- 
competent or rascally Democratic of- 
ficial in a Southern State to meet all 
accusations aghinst him by declaring 
in a loud voice that he will go to death 
rather than consent to giving the 
negro ‘‘ social equality.”

REPARATIONS AND PAPER MONEY 


The utterly contradictory  state- 
ments cabled from Europe regarding 
Germany's position as to the next in- 
stalments on its reparations payments 
give a certain air of unreality to the 
situation. Germany is wequired to 
pay on Nov. 15 about 300,000,000 gold 
marks, and on Jan. 15 to make fur- 
ther payment of 600,000,000. The 
question of her preparations for 
these payments is at the moment en- 
tirely confused. 

All that can be inferred from the 
known facts is that up to the present 
time the Wirth Government, in es- 
tablishing the requisite foreign credit 
balances, has been procuring such 
credits, directly or indirectly, through 
issue of new German paper money in 
all but unlimited quantity. Some of 
these paper marks have been ysed to 
purchase foreign credit balances from 
German exporters of goods or securi- 
ties, but in very large measure the 
Government has managed to sell the 
paper marks themselves ons the for- 
eign markets. 

Since the paper mark’s value in 
purchases of such foreign gold credits 
has lately been less than one-fiftieth 
of its face value, it naturally fol- 
lowed that increase in the already in- 
flated German paper money would be 
vastly greater, under this expedient, 
even than the large shipments in gold 
which had to be paid on reparations. 
Nothing could be more inevitable in 
such circumstances than the paper 
expansion which has occurred of 14 
per cent. In the two past, months and 
of 81 per cent. since May. Nothing 
could be more logical than the fall in 
the mark—whose nominal value in 
exchange is 23% cents—from 1% cents 
in May to less than one-third of a 
cent this week; nothing more logical 
than the resultant frantic rise in 
German prices. F 

What !s more remarkable about’ the 
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situation is the avowed ‘attitude of 
the German Government toward this 
economic movement. Our Berlin 
financial correspondent cabled a week 
ago that the German Government did 
not regard the paper inflation as a 
serious matter, because home prices 
were determined, not by the currency, 
but ‘‘ by the price of the mark on 
foreign exchange ’’; that price being 
** ruled by speculation.’’ Yesterday’s 
press cables from Berlin quoted the 
Government’s formal announcemeart 
on Tuesday in the Reichstag that it 
proposes to deal with the situation 
through “ stringent measures to curb 
‘* speculation and traffic in the foreign 
** exchanges.”’ 

All this is a bit pathetic; it recalls 
the familiar plaint of farmers’ alli- 
ances over the two-dollar price which 
would still prevail for wheat but for 
the ‘‘ bears on the Chicago Board of 
Trade.’’ One does not usually hear 
such reasoning from responsible finan- 
cial ministries; yet somehow it 
causes no great surprise coming from 
the country where official explana- 
tions, in grave and technical language, 
can always be obtained to support a 
blundering policy already decided on. 


“We observe that a certain Dr. HELF- 


FERICH (just now in opposition {in the 
Reichstag) is quoted as denouncing 
the Government's fiscal attitude. We 
seem to recall, however, this same Dr. 
HELFFERICH, when himself Imperial 
Finance Minister during 1915, refusing 
to increase the German taxes, pro- 
posing to finance the war through 
bond sales, and defending that policy 
in the Reichstag on the ground that 
‘‘the future development of our 
‘* people’s lives must be freed from 
‘the appalling burden caused by 
‘“‘ war.” It was Germany’s enemies, 
not Germany, who ‘‘ deserve to drag 
‘‘through ‘the centuries the leaden 
‘‘weight of these thousands of 
** millions.’’ 

But even a German Cabinet Minis- 
ter ought to understand that the pres- 
ent is no occasion for such acrobatic 
logic. The ‘‘ appalling burden ’’ of 
today is the German currency inflation 
and its effect on German cost of liv- 
ing. If Germany had called on the 
Reparations Commission to save her 
from herself, we might understand the 
existing situation. But we should 
suppose that the commission would 
begin by teaching the Wirth Finance 
Ministry something about the history 
of depreciated currencies, and would 
then give some apparently much- 
needed advice regarding adequate and 
proper use of the tax power and the 
public credit. 


SOME ELECTION RESULTS. 

Justice Wiitut1am S. ANDREWS ap- 
pears to be elected an Associate Justice 
of the Court of Appeals, the up-State 
vote swamping the enormous plurality 
given for former Justice ScuppeR in 
this city. It was unfortunate, if in- 
evitable, that politics should enter 
into the election of a Judge. The 
Democrats ought to have approved the 
nomination of Justice ANDREWs, whose 
fitness for the post which he has 
held by designation for nearly five 
years was acknowledged and pre- 
eminent. But neither party could keep 
its eyes off 1922. He received con- 
siderable Democratic support. On the 
other hand, some Republican former 
serviee men are said to have voted 
against him because of his giving the 
opinion of the majority of the court 
against the Veterans’ Bonus bill. 

It would be disgraceful to the State 
if a most competent and upright 
Judge could so be punished. The in- 
dependence of the judiciary has been 
sustained. It ought to have been sus- 
tained emphatically and unanimously. 

The defeat of Constitutional Amend- 
ment I., giving civil service prefer- 
ence to war veterans, is most credit- 
able to the intelligence and the public 
spirit of the people of the State. There 
was the strongest kind of political, 
sentimental and class agitation behind 
this attempt to break down the State 
civil service, demoralize the Police 
and .Fire Departments of the cities, 
set up a favored military caste of 
officeholders. This amendment was 
put at the head of the list arbitrarily. 
The overwhelming vote against it in 
this city shows a concentration of the 
wrath of the maj@rity on this amend- 
ment. The other important amend- 
ment, permitting the Legislature to 
provide a literacy test for new voters, 
appears to have been carried. 
Here again there ts proof of thought- 
fulness, discrimination and the soufid- 
est American instinct on the part of 
the majority of the voters. In spite of 
many specious arguments and much 
radical opposition, they welcomed this 
step toward the Amertcanization of 
the whole electorate in the future, its 
possession of a common language. 

The Democrats have gained some 
seventeen Assembly seats. There was 
a natural ebbing of that amazing 
** tidal wave ’’ of 1920. The number 
of Republican Assemblymen from this 
city has been reduced from twenty- 
four to two, largely as a result of the 
Hylan enthusiasm, !n part as a result 
of ‘the Democratic preparations for 
1922. In the Bronx the Democratic 
Assemblymen owe their election in a 
large degree to something much better 
than party discipline or exultation. 
They owe it to the union of Repub- 
licans with Democrats for the sake of 
beating the candidates of the Socialist 
Party, there dangerously, strong. 

Some of the up-State cities broke 
out of the Republican reservation. 
Collector Uncle Geroran ALDRIDGR’S 
Rochester came mighty near joining 
the runaway steers. Th no longer 
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Barnesian Albany, a Democratic 
Mayor, the whole Democratic clty 
ticket, was elected. Governor MILLER’S 
Syracuse is Democratic for the first 
time in fifteen years. FRED EINER'S 
Buffalo elects an Independ Repub- 
lican. That stern and rockbound Re- 
publican chieftain, Warp of West- 
chester, sees a Democratic Mayor 
chosen in Yonkers. Hudson, Johns- 
town, Rome have fallen to the foe. 
Our Republican friends, up-State and 
down-State, have a lot of trouble and 
worry, not merely coming’ but thun- 
jerously come. 


THE SCHOOLS GO ON. 


The schools have been brought to 
the public notice in the last few weeks 
as seldom if ever before. This atten- 
tion has been a by-product of the 
election, and however lamentable the 
‘* bringing of the schools into poli- 
tics ’’ has been, and however unseemly 
quarrels at the schoolhouse doors are, 
there has been some offsetting advan- 
tage in the incidental advertising of 
our educational needs. The votes of 
a million and more men and women 
have not solved the problem of school 
congestion, shortage of accommoda- 
tion for the children, inadequacy of 
equipment, and all the other needs 
that have cried out to the voters 
through these weeks. Mr. HYLAN’S 
election has not brought into view a 
solution with the dawn of the day 
after election. For that matter, Mr. 
CURRAN’S would not have done s0. 

The alternative is to relieve the 
Mayor of the responsibility of acting 
for the State in appointing the mem- 
bers of the Board of Education. Let 
the people of this school district of 
New York, which is conterminous 
with the City of New York, select 
their own representatives directly. 
And let the Board of Education, so 
constituted, be held responsible for 
the general conduct of the schools and 
for school expenditures, under such 
financial restriction as the general 
education law of the State may pre- 
scribe. This would bring the schools 
nearer to the people, intensify home 
rule and free the schools of the sus- 
picion of being used for political or 
partisan ends. 

Meanwhile, the teachers, despite all 
the impediments and harassments in 
their way, are making up for the 
physical shortcomings, so far as that 
is humanly possible, by the devotion 
of their spirit and the skill of their 
profession. The schools go on. Citi- 
zens who have any question as to 
what the service of these teachers to 
this city and to the nation is shoujd 
see with what remarkable orderliness, 
intelligence and imagination a hundred 
thousand or more of their pupils, from 
all the nations under the sun, have 
eppeared, either as participants or 
spectators, in the great exposition and 
festival, ‘‘ America’s Making,’’ dur- 
ing the present fortnight. It is such 
satisfying visible evidences that give 
hépe of a better democracy, despite 
the frustrations of politics.

All the possibilities of contradiction 
are exemplified in the reports on the 
collision between the Clyde liner Apache 
and the schooner Singleton Palmer.

The 
Captain of the Palmer says that ‘‘ the 
Apache struck us almost full-on on the 
starboard side, just abaft the main rig- 
ging; she was going so fast that she 
cut us almost to the keelson.” That 
gzeems explicit and conclusive as to what 
craft struck the blow, and yet the 
Marine Superintendent of the Clyde and 
Mallory Lines quotes the second officer 
of the Apache as saying that the Palmer 
**was coming down on a fair wind at 
ubout eight knots an hour when she hit 
the Apache ’’—that she had no Hghts 
burning and until that moment had not 
been seen by any of the several men on 
watch. 

Better basis than that for litigation 
could not be desired. To balance the 
accusation as to the absence of lights, 
the Captain of the Palmer asserts that 
the Apache’s crew were slow, clumsy and 
timid in the work of rescue after the 
collision, and it is a fact that the en- 

| dangered men were taken off the schoon- 


er by another vessel after one of them 
had been drowned as a result of the delay.

Thomas W. Lamont Explains the 
Matter of Coupons in Default. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

May I call prompt attention to an inac- 
curacy that appeared in the hea¢c“nes ef z 
Washington dispatch in your issue of Nov. 
8, having to do with China’s-receat fxtlure 
to meet the American loan due on Nov, 1? 
The inaccuracy to which I refer is appar- 
ently responsible for a similar mistake in 
the body of your Washington dispatch ap- 
pearing in today’s TImMEs. 

The headlines on the first dispatch say 
that China’s “ agent says J. FP. Morgan & 
Co. asks interest on Hukuang bonds before 
floating loan—Lamont in vigorous denial.’’ 

You will, however, note that the text of 
the article fails to bear out these headlines. 
On the contrary, what I denied was Mr. 
Lenox Simpson’s accusation that the firm 
of J. P. Morgan & Co. had bought and held 
for its private account a block of the Hu- 
kuang bonds, and was therefore injecting a 
private claim into the loan negotiations with 
China. I stated as clearly as I knew how 
that we had held none of these bonds for 
years and that Mr. Simpson’s statement on 
this point was absolutely unfounded. I then 
touched upon the matter of the overdus cou- 
pons, and I proceeded to affirm precisely 
what your headlines declare that I denied. 
I said this: ‘* The American Group felt and 
stated to the Peking Government that any 
new loan issue would be more than doubtful 
of success unless funds were provided to 
enable China to cure her default (on Hu- 
kuang coupons). Consequently, the limited 
amount of funds required for this purpose 
was provided for in the proposed loan.” 

Furthermore, at the time of the recent de- 
fault the American Group made a brief pub- 
lic statement which appeared in THE NEW 
YorK TIMBs, stating plainly that the re- 
payment of the defaulted Hukuang coupons 
was a part of the plan. 

I write you the foregoing in no spirit of 
complaint of THE Times, but simply for 
the sake of accuracy and to keep the record 
clear.

I read with much interest your editorial

WANT to tell the people of New York why I am in this fight with 
I the teamsters’ union. First, I did everything in my power to avoid 

it. I agreed to arbitrate and was met with refusal. I agreed to pay 
our_men the same wages we had paid during the last two years and the; 
walked away and left our customers without milk. 

Under the influence of a group of imported leaders, mary of our men 
who were ready and anxious to return to work voted for a strike and pro- 
ceeded to paralyze the city’s milk service. 

Not content with this, they have met with violence our efforts to re- 
store that service. 

Now that the storm has broken, I believe my duty to my customers 

demands that the force employed in milk distribution be reorganized under 
such conditions that the abuses of the past cannot be repeated. 
1 have no prejudice against unionism. I deal with half a dozen unions 
in this business. I get along in harmony with every one of them except the 
teamsters’ union. This organization has been a constant source of trouble 
and a standing menace to the business. 

If a man was found adulterating the milk, he relied on his union to 
protect him. 

If he was guilty of theft of the company’s money, he sought the 
tection of the union. 

If he overcharged his customers or treated them with insolence or used 
abusive language, he appealed to.his union to protect him from discipline 
or dismissal. 

Under the shield of a union card, unfaithful employees have practiced 
abuses that have kept’ our. mail and our telephone wires loaded with 
complaints. 

We stood for these conditions, month after month, because we did not 
want to create the very condition that has now been forced on us. We 
stood for the arrogance and domination of the teamsters’ union for no other 
reason but that we wanted to spare our customers the inconvenience and 
suffering a strike would entail. 

I have been charged by Dr. Copeland with retusing to accept a belated 
offer of mediation. Dr. Copeland ought to know that this offer is not 
made in good faith. 

The officers of the union, who have led our men into this unfortunate 
affair, knowing they are beaten, now seek an armistice when they mav 
prepare for another strike. ; 

What they want is a fresh start. They are not seeking peace. Dr. 
Copeland is a high minded, earnest official and I have the highest regard 
for him, but he is mistaken in believing that the proposals made by the 
teamsters’ union would mean anything but another strike when by reason 
of an apparent ‘victory they would find themselves in a position to tie up 
the entire industry. 

The time to fight this thing out is now. 

I am not interested in any question of “ open shop” or “ union.” The 
problem is one of consumer, health and convenience and our ability to 
serve. 

To be able to insure these I have got to reorganize this delivery force 
according to my own ideas. To do this successfully, I must go at it with- 
cut the sort of control exercised by the union that has dominated our 
business in the past. 

I know that the vast majority of our former employees would be 
glad to come back to me. They are staying away only through fear of 
violence. 

The good men I want back. Their jobs and their wages are waiting 
for them. The same wages they enjoyed during the past two years are 
waiting for them. 

But I want them to come back as men and not as the slaves of a 
group of agitators who are willing to sacrifice the comfort of the consumer 
and the welfare of the men to gain a personal victory. 

The consumers of New York can well afford to stand by me in this 
fight. To win means better and more economical service. It means 
greater efficiency and larger earnings for the men. It means courtesy, ac- 
curacy and better milk quality. 

Fifteen years ago when I introduced successful pasteurization I had 
just as many difficult problems to face as I now have. I overeame the 
obstacles then because I had 'the public with me. 

The lowered infant mortality rate justified my fight for pasteuriza- 
tion. 

I was right then and I am right now. 

Six months of service under my plan will prove it.

That they consider no useful purpose 
would be served by Ulster coming into} 
the Irish conference if invited to con- 
Sider the terms suggested, since they 
saw no possibility of agreement in them. 

The Ulster members further state that 
the settlement proposal was not given 
to Sir James Craig in writing, and that 
their Cabinet is not ready to discuss 
the chief points to which they object, 
or make suggestions, unless they do re- 
reive the proposals in writing. 

Ulster leaders will meet again tomor- 
row morning in the hope that by then 
they will have received the Irish settle- 
ment scheme in writing so that they 
can give a more detailed reply to the 
Prime Minister. Their officiol com- 
munique issued tonight says the Ulster 
Cabinet unanimously approved the firm 
attitude maintained by Sir~James Craig 
in Ulster’s interest.

Do Not Expect Conference fo End Now.

Many well known per- 
sonalities and fashionably dressed 
women were seen there. A stormy en- 
counter’ between Maitre Moro-Giafferi, 
Landru’s counsel, and the prosecuting 
attorney, which occurred late yesterday, 
also caused many to visit Versailles 
today, for Moro-Giafferi never appeared 
to better advantage than in rapid duels 
with his adversaries, when his fiery 
Corsican temper thrills the blasé mem- 
bers of those circles known as “ tout 
Paris.” That is why the Versailles 
court today contained more than one 
set of sable furs.

able and wholesome piece of legislation, 
ever realized the painstaking labor and 
industry, night and day, which Wood- 
row Wilson, in addition to his other 
multitudinous duties, put upon this task.

Albania. 

The Council of the League, on which 
Arthur J. Balfour and Dr. Wellington 
Koo, now absent on their way to Wash- 
ington, will be replaced by Herbert 
Fisher and the Chinese Ambassador in 
Rome, will have the task of forcing the 
consent of Jugoslavia to this frontier 
and making a member of the League 
renounce its aspirations to the Port of 
Scutari. 

The past behavior of the Jugoslav

“The packers’ action is no surprise -to 
us,’ Hayes said when told of today's 
action. ‘‘ And the packers are going to 
cut wages regardless of what the plant 
assemblies decide.’’ 

Hayes announced that District Presi- 
cents from all packing house centres in 
the country would meet here next week 
to consider what action shall be taken 
under the strike authorization recently 
voted. 

The present scale of wages in the in- 
dustry ranges from 45 cents an hour for 
common labor—which includes 50 per 
cent. of all men employed—to a maxi- 
mum of 8 cents for the highly skilled 
floormen. Semi-skilled trades are paid 
from 45 to 53 cents; killers from 62 to 
65 cents, and hide removers from 70 td 
fu cents an hour. 

Arguments of the packers for a wage 
reduction at this time were presented 
by Louis F. Swift, President of Swift 
& Co., in a letter today to members 
of the plant assemblies. - 

‘* We regret that we must at this time 
ask you to present an unpopular subject 
to your workmen through your as- 
sembly,’’ Mr. Swift wrote, ‘‘ but trust 
that the members of our organization 
realize that we want them to suffer as 
little hardship as possible from the hard 
times that have befallen the company. 

“It is only because of the greatest 
necessity that we bring up the need of 
a further substantial reduction in ex- 
penses so that we can meet the com- 
petition of other concerns operating on 
much lower labor costs. We have , se 
doing all that we can in this direction, 
but, unfortunately, wages form such a 
large part of our expenses that it now 
becomes necessary to consider an early 
reduction of wage rates. i 


Says Necessity Must Be Apparent. 


‘“‘It must be apparent to you, to your 
foremen and to your workmen that this 
step has to be taken. 

“If investors would be unwilling to 
put their money into the packing busi- 
ness, we should have to curtail opera- 
tions, causing more unemployment, and 
thereby injure our workmen, ourselves 
and the general public. 


“We have a very heavy obligation to 
our 40,000 shareholders, among whom 
are 21,000 of our own workers. The 
have put their savings into our stoc 
and are interested both as employes 
and part owners. 

“It is also a well known fact that 
the wages in other industries have come 
down faster than wages in the packing 
industry, and I believe that every one 
in our’ organization realizes that the 
only questions today are: 

‘“‘1. How much wages will 
be reduced? 

‘2. How soon is the reduction to be 
made? 

**We have held off on this matter 
as long as we possibly can—longer than 
our business warranted—but, having es- 
tablished a system of co-operation 
through plant assemblies, we want to 
feel that we can consult with our em- 
ployes _through these assemblies on 
every vital matter that concerns them.

ernment activities in that territory. 

“Tt am not violating any confidence,’’

it is the President's policy to open up 
Alaska, and that he intends to direct 
all possible effort to that end. I dis- 
cussed with the President his policy 
and my Dill for co-ordination was intro- 
duced in accordance with his ideas.’

Formation of a huge national associa- | 
tion, composed’ of all existent amateur | 
sports organizations of importance, is | 
proposed by Secretary of War John W.} 
Weeks in a letter to Gustavus T. Kirby | 
of New York, President of the American 
Olympic Committee. Mr. Weeks yester- 
day in Washington made public his let- | 
ter, which bears the date of Nov. 9. Mr. | 
Weeks also has sent Mr. Kirby the draft | 
of a proposed constitution for the new ' 
body, which he suggests shall be called 
the National Amateur Athletic Federa- ; 
tion of the United States. 

Mr. Weeks’s letter is In answer to a 
letter to him from Mr, Kirby, sent in 
the. latter part of October, and asking 
co-operation in the work of reorganizing 
the American Olympic Committee. Mr. 
Weeks takes the position that the 
War Department is interested in some- 
thing much more sweeping than mere 
national competition in the Olympic 
Games. The Secretary of War has 
in mind the formation of an organiza- 
tion which will have an important, per- 
haps vital, influence on the upbuilding 
of the nation’s manhood and woman- 
hood, an organization which will seek to 
aid in bringing physical exercise, 
through sporis, to a much larger per- 
centage of the population, men, women 
and children, than now derives benefit 
from this source. 

The proposed organization would stan- 
dardize the rules of all amateur sports, 
would’ maintain the highest ideals of 
true amateurism, and would direct and 
control participation in the Olympic 
Games. 

It is intended that each of the indi- 
vidual organizations composing the na- 
tional federation membership shall direct 
its own activities and conduct Its own 
competitions in accordance with the 
rules of the central body. Penalties im- 

osed by one member would be honored 

y all members. It is further suggested 
that there shall be regional and State 
bodies in direct local control of sports, 
on behalf of the national body, in 
gions and States un ler their jurisdiction.

‘In addition to the above I have a 
still wider purpose in mind.

hysical education. As nothing concrete 
as been done in this matter, I, in con- 
unction with the Secretary of the Navy, | 
ake pleasure in recommending to your 
favorable consideration my underlying 
purpose as outlined generally in the pro- 
posed constitution herewith, and the 
federation which this constitution will 
bring into being. I feel certain that 
such an org:nization which has as its 
broad purpose the physical education of 
every man, woman and child in this 
country, and to which all Governmental 
agencies could grant their unqualified 
approval, will go a long way toward ac- 
complishing the end that any similar, 
Governmental activity might have. 

‘* Finally, in view of the urgent need 
which I think exists for such an organ-.

scope is not wider than the one outlined 
in your proposed constitution. \

The Proposed Constitution. 


The proposed constitution follows: 


Article I.—Name—The name of this or- 
ganization shall be the National Ama- 
teur Athictic Federation of the United 
States of America.

Chairman McAneny Says Sole Par- 
pose Is to Provide Adequate 
Service for 5-Cent Fare. 


In response to many Inquirtes yester- 
day as to what effect the result of the 
election would have on the plan of the 
Transit Commission to consolidate all 
of the tro<tian lines, Chairman Mc- 
Aneny of the commission stated that the 
aiection did not affect the commission 
er itz work. 

Bome of the inquiries indicated a belief 
that the vote for Mayor Hylan was di- 
rected largely against the plan, that the 
people did not want the pian to go 
through, and that in the face of this 
expressed opinion the plan would be 
aubjet tu alteration. 

Mr. McAneny made it clear that the 
burpose of the commission was to evolve 
adequate transportation at a five-cent 
fare. He set forth the position of the 
commission as follows: 

* As we have frequently had occasion 
to say, the work of the Transit Commis- 
ion has nothing to do either with poll- 
ties or with political action. There is 
nothin gin the result of the election ris | 
ean have any effect upon the commis- 
sion’s plan. Its central purpose, which | 
has also frequently been stated, is to 
restore efficient service and, through a 
radical and comprehensive financial and 
operating readjustment, to re-establish 


the city-wide five-cent fare—which te 
not exist today, and which can be se 
cured only through such measures as the 
commission has in view. The examina- 
tion of the companies will proveed on 
‘Tuesday, the 15th.’’

Miss Bourne's allegations centre about 
her father’s Summer estate on Islands tn 
the St. Lawrence River, which she as- 
serts her brother induced her to take 
over, so that {t might be kept In the 
family, as part of her share of the 
residuary estate, She says In‘ her com- 
plaint that because of her ignorance of 
business and of the actual value of the 
St. Lawrence property she was induced 
tu sign a receipt for an amount equal 
to her share of the residuary estate, 
which was represented to her as being 
the book value of the property, whereas 
the property actually_was worth not 
more than $74,000, and no offer greater 
than that was ever made by an intend- 
ing purchaser.

Commodore Bourne died on March 8, 
1919, leaving an estate of $43,000,000,
